Committee Meeting N ,, 158). The members reported the following: 


State : The Department of State ha3 not reached a decision 

relative to the Executive Order on classification. It was the 
member <s opinion that this decision would not be made until 
15 December* an which date the Executive Order becomes effective. 


Army: The Army member felt that the Department of the 

Aimyfs position would be in accord with the proposals. 

/State* Bjr memorandum to Dei of lit December 1953, the Assistant 
chief of Staff* G»2, requested that all NIS material produced by 
the Department of the Army be classified "Confidential" or higher, 
and recommended that Gazetteers be unclassified^ 

Navy: The Navy member felt his Department's position would 

be similar to Army's. He will transmit an official memorandum as 
soon as a final decision is reached. 

Air Force : The Air Force member delivered taro memoranda, 
dateeTid December 1953, and addressed to DCI* which state it is the 
decision of the Director of Intelligence, USAF, that all Air Force 
material in the NIS shall be classified not lower than "Confidential" $ 
and which recommend that NIS Gazetteers be declassified. 


The Chairman stressed that official positions of all Agencies be 
reported to him in writing not later than 15 December so that a memorandum 
on NIS classification might be sent to all users of the NIS. 
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3« Chapter I on Xrar> 

Tho ©embers reported a most favorable reaction within their 
%esaolc 3 to the prototype JB&P for Chapter X. (See NIS Commitlse Meeting 
RCo 138). Suggestions for improvement in details of the map will be 
held, pending a final review of the first draft of Chapter X, scheduled 

for early <fe»«a*y 19524. 

The Committee decided to defer canaidoratioa of Chapter X 
production schedule for other areas until the first meeting in January. 
The State member submitted a list of areas m which his Agency would be 
in a position to proceed. Members were requested to consider these 
areas in their proposals for a tentative production schedule. 

U» Request for KIS 

The Chfsiraan distributed copies of a request from Foreign 
Operations Administration, together with statement of justification, 
under date of h December 1953, for all sections of HIS 9 (Spain). He 
requested, that members notify him of their Agencies * positions so that 
he could lay the matter before the IAG Secretariat for XAC approval a 

The Committee decided to defer action on the request of the 
European Radio Frequency Agency (a NATO ccsaponent) for certain HIS 
Casefctenre until decision bad been reached on their classification. 

5» Revised Outline for Section 4$ 

The revision for Outline on Section k$ (Health and Sanitation), 
as sutaitted by the Army member at HIS Committee Meeting No. 357 » was 
approved by the Ccaanlttee for a working level guide. A final Outline 
to be incorporated into- the KIS Standard Instructions will be developed 
from this Outline as a result of further production experience. The 
State member suggested certain minor editorial corrections which the 
Army member la to consider in preparing the final draft of the Outline. 

6 f KIS Production for November 

The Chairman reviewed the status of HIS production for November, 
and pointed out that the cumulative production from July to November, 
inclusive, showed only 6h% fulfillment of numerical coBBiitanants. Members 
were asked to give their opinions on prospects for the remainder of the 
fiscal year in terms of fulfillment of Agencies* canmdtmentst

53). Defections to date have been caused by adjustments resulting 
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from reductions In force, which have brought jaany 
into the NIS work* Vihile the total capability of State for 
MIS production has not been reduced, the period of adjustment 
has temporarily set back MIS production.
